1. Claims 1-30 are presented for examination. 

2. The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title 
is required that is clearly indicative of the invention to which 
the claims are directed. The claims are more directed to 
Discovery Of Managed Devices Using SNMP Over A TCP/IP Network. 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 
35 U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this 
section made in this action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an 
application for patent by another filed in the United States 
before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or an 
international application by another who has fulfilled the 
requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371 (c) 
of this title before the invention thereof by the applicant for 
patent. 



4. Claims 1-30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102 (e) as being 
clearly anticipated by Compliment et al. (US 6,360,260 Bl). 

5. Per claim 1, Ctrrpliirent taught of a network apparatus (eg., 
see figure 1) acnprising a nanagement station (eg. , see figure 1 
"IVbnagement Statical 1") adapted to couple with a network (eg., 
all subnets of figure 1 including LANs) including a plurality of 
rranaged devices (eg. , see Title and Abstract) , the managenrent 
statical being configured to output a plurality of initial 
carmands (eg., see col. 3 (lines 4-11) and ool. 5 (lines 30-48)) 
for application to respective managed devices, the initial 
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acmrands being configured to stirrulate initial responses (eg., 
see ool. 3 (lines 36-39) and ool. 5 (line 30-48)) from the 
managed devices, the management station being further configured 
to receive the initial responses, to identify responding ones of 
the managed devices response to the received initial responses, 
and to provide an asset table (eg. , see figure 7) coitaining the 
identified managed devices (eg., see col. 5 (lines 15-23) and 
col. 7 (line 1 et-seq.) [it is noted that the claims fail to 
recite where the asset table is stored, however it was 
clearly anticipated that the Nfenagenrent Station copied the 
table and thus a ocpy would have been located in both the 
Nknagement Station and the managed devices] ) ) .

7. Per claim 4, see col. 5 (lines 39-48) . 

8. Per claim 5, such covers a "status" of the device \\hich 
clear could have been "off-line" or "not available" and thus it 
was anticipated such status would have been ccrmunicated to the 
Management Station. 

9. Per claims 6 and 7, see col. 6 (lines 14-23) in the device 
type was known to have been ccmrunicated to the Efanagener.it 
Station. 
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10. Per claims 8-30, they do not teach or define above the 
correspcndiiigly rejected claims and are thus rejected for the 
reasons outlined above.
